WIDE OPEN. 


The Land Frauds in Southeast 
Missouri Exposed. 


—_—_-- ~—Se- ——-—— 


Arrest To-Day of the Crooked Notary 
and Two Others. 


The Government Confident of Re- 
claiming Millions of Acres. 


Operative P. D. Tyrrell Continues His 
Exposure of the Swindle. 


The monster land swindle uncovered yester 
day by the PosT- DISPATCH, which involves tully 
six millions of acres of Jand in Southeast Mis- 
souri, was to-day the topic on all tongues. As 
usual, the morning papers got the information 
just twelve hours after the POST- DISPATCH had 
published the news, and equally as usual they 

e 

pretended to have had it tirst. 
The publication in this papel 
was fregarded by the 'jMarshal's §office and 
Operative Tyrrell as a defeat of justice, but the 
subsequent proceedings caused them toc hange 
their minds. The chief objection which the y 
had to the news wasthat it gave warning to 
Hermannfschuster, one ofjthe men who was 
wanted badly as being second only to Lindsay 
in imnportance, and thaton reading the article 
he would certainly skip the town. A 
reporter this morning called at the Jail and 
asked to see Messrs. Vasel and Newmann, who 
had just been putin by the U.S. Marshall. 

**NO, sir,’’ replied Deputy Wells; ‘‘we have 
strict orders to permit no one to see the pris- 
oners.’’ 

‘Oh! Then the only way is to interview 
these gentlemen before they are arrested?’’ 

‘*That is the only way I see.’’ 

Inside of ten minutes the reporter was 
face to face with Mr. Herman Schuster, 
whom the deputy marshals have been seeking 
since eariv vesterday morning ineffectually. 
He claimed to know nothing at all about the 
land frauds, but was very much interested 
about the arrest of Messrs. Vasel and Newlnan 
who he had seen brought into jail but a few 
ininutes before. 

‘*] understand they were pulled 
land frauds charges?’ 

Schusterjseemed very anxious to see them,and 
while waiting told the reporter that he had 
7 en down at Lronton sometime as Deputy 

ited States Assessor, but that he was utterly 
ata of any frauds having beene omniitte “dl. 
‘*T got a note troin Col. Meyer this morning,’’ 
he said, ‘‘asking me to come down 
and see him. “Why Not come 
down with me and ste if we 
cun't yet Bliss to give both of us a permit to 
see Vasel and Newmany | know that they 
would talk mneh more pl lainly in the presence 
of a friend like vou.’ 

Ali Might. i'm anxious to see them.’” And 
the two started down towards the Post office. 
In the meantime the scribe had 
sent iu Message to (C‘aptain Tyrrell 
tocomeup, but it was lnpossible to keep 
Schuster waiting until his arrivai, und sothe 
trip was begun to the District Attorney’s office, 
where Mr. schuster was promptly arrested by 
Marshal Coste himself. Onthe way down the 
reporter several times thought that 
Schuster was going to switch off. 
After his arrest be absolutely deelined to say 
anything atall. He asked tor permission to 
send out for bondsmen and for his counsel, but 
he had evidently soured upon the scribe and 
would say nothing to him at all. 

AT THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S OFFICE. 

‘‘Now,’’ said the reporter to Mr. Smith, the 
Assistant Attorney, ‘‘I /think the Post-DiIs- 
PATCH has atoned for the ‘impeding of justice’ 
and] want you to tell me all about these 
men.’’ 

‘*You certainly have, and any information in 
our power will be given readily. In 
the first place this man schuster 
is certainly One of the most important men in 
the whole conspiracy. He has been doing the 
crooked notarial work by which the deeds were 
seculed to these stolenlands. Everything that 
has been said by Lindsay is also true of Schus- 
ter. He has bad a hand in all the crookedness 
that was going on and we have got him dead to 
+ hts. ‘You may depend upon it thatan arrest 

this kind would not be made unless we 
kiew what we were doing.’’ 

‘*‘Well, Schuster was not arrested on a 
charge of being connected with these land 
frauds, was he?’’ 

**No. The charge upon which his arrest is 
based is perjury. He made a false affidavit 
upon a cigar-maker’'s bond 
before one of Mr. Sturgeon’s 
deputies. But you understand of course that 
fhis is simply the easiest thing to hold him 
upon. :We want him for the other case. 

‘‘And how about: those other two arrests 
made late last night, Chas. Vase] and Charles 
Newman?’’ 

‘‘The charges in both of these cases is perju- 
ry with regard to property owned by them 
The whole paity seem to have had a penchant 
for; going on cigar-makers’ bonds. Vuasel, 
among other property, swore that he owned 
120 acres of land in Reynolds county, which 
tract is one which we know to have been 
fraudulently obtained in the general steal.’’ 

‘*Then you want him in the land case, too?’ 

“Oh, yes.’

RESULTS. 

There are now in jail Messrs. Robert Lindsay, 
Charles Vasel and Charles Newman. Lindsay 
was taken before United States Commissioner 
Selby this morning, and upon consultation 
with his attorneys, Gov. Fletcher, Gov. Brown 
and Mr. Estes, waived examination, 
and was held in a $10,000 bond 
which he admitted that he was not wble to give. 
He wus accordingly committed to jail, as 
stated. Vuaseland Newman were held in the 
Chestnut street station for some time after their 
arrest, and also in default of bail were sent to 
jail. All of these matters will be presented to 
the Grand Jury upon Tuesday next by the 
District Attorney. Arrests have been mude 
in Chieago, in Cleveland, in Pittsburg, in 
Washington and in Ironton, and De soto in 
Missouri. All of the arrests necessary have 
been accomplished, andfthe Govermnent is now 
prepared to go into a legal battle involving 
over $10,000,00%worth of lands, certainly the 
largest land case ever made in the hiistory of 
the country. 

Six million acres are involved, lying mostly 
in Iron, Wayne, Ripley, Carter, Shannon, But- 
Jer, Reynolds, Oregon and Madison counties, 
although fraudulent deeds and patents are 
known to be in existence covering land in 
many other counties. 

Although by the prin- 
cipal perpetrators the fraud 
are in quod, much remains ee done to inake 
the case of the Government complete. It will 
be necessary, for instance, to nake a complete 
resurveyv of the counties named, and deter- 
mine in the first place which lands are settled 
and which are not. This being 
done, the innocent purchasers who are 
actual settlers upon the land will have to be pro- 
tected. Itisnot thought that there will be 
much trouble given to these, but it can ba an | 
be seen that the amount of litigation involve 
is “a ly enormous. The discovery unsettles 
the titles to nearly one-fourth of the State. 

WHERE THE CREDIT I8 DUE. 

‘To Operative ll of the Secret Service be- 
longs alithe credit for having unearthed this 
stupendous swindle. He was sent down to 
Ironton to investigate a lana patent case, 
where the land patents had been stolen, and 
a went under the names of James Hall, 
nt for the Chic Land Association. Pa- 
tentl and thread by thread he followed the 
clue discovered there, accumulating evidence 
that was simply incontrovertable, until he be- 
came convinced that he was at the threshold 
of the greatest swindle the State of Missouri 
ever waneseed. What that swindle 
was bas been made public. 
Corrupt land omscers of the Government went 
into collusion with perjured notaries and per-

jured land sharks, and between them all of the 
unsettled lands in the Ironton land district 
were speedily taken up at a bit anacre. The 
law provided that actual settlers should pay 
this price for 160 acres of actually 
settled upon, but land was settled 
und bought in by men who had never lefttheir 
offices in St. Louis and Cleveland—‘‘settled’ ’ 
by men who, in som@ instances, at least, had 
never seen the State of Missouri at all. Capt. 
Tyrrell was given leave of absence from the 
Secret Service, and has been in the temporary 
employ of the Interior Department for the last 
éwo months. 
THE PRISONERS. 

A reporter interviewed all the prisoners to- 
— upon a permit from Mr. Bliss, but they 

were extremely non, committal. -Lindsay would 
not deny that there might be something in the 
case against him. Vasel said that Lindsay had 
examined the title of the Reynolds county land 
for him, and that he had a warranty deed for 
the land from a man named Litehsield. 

THE FRAUDS KNOWN IN 1877. 

On May %, 1877, Mr. J. B. Woodward, an at- 
torney of this city , addressed a communication 
to United States District Attor ney Bliss, 
on the subject ot land frauds, 
in which he claimed to have 
evidence in his possession to fully uncover 
them. The evidence which he possessed re- 

lated to improved and unimproved lands and 
mineral territory of great value. In this 
communication he <M offers to 
rescue these lands ‘for the Government 
provided he could be properly compensated. 
The terms offered by Mr. Woodward were net 
uecepted for some reason, and Mr. Woodward, 
it seems, retained possession of his valuable 
information.

The Officials of the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Senator Bayard 
has written a letter tothe Delaware Legisla- 
ture advising against any prohibitory legisla- 
tion, onthe ground thatit is antagonistic to 
Democracy, which permits amantoeat and 
drink according to his own inclinations. 

The Democratic Caucus Committee easily ar- 
ranged the minority representation on the 
committees, but find some trouble 
in deciding who shall be chairman of-the three 

cominittees allowed to the minority. The 
minovity of the committees will not be made 
public until after the Re publicans determine 
the organization in their favor. The Demo- 
crats will to-morrow again move to goon with 
the organization on the ground that their policy 
is to exhibit a desire to go ahead with 
public business, but they will not press any- 
thing. The Republican caucus, in session this 
afternoon, take up the question of the election 
of officers forthe Senate. The report is that 
Mahone will be allowed to name either the sec- 
retary or sergeant-at-arms, whichever 
he chooses, Graham uppears to 
have a certainty of the  secretaryship, 
and French, the former Republican sergeant- 
at-arms, is a candidate forthe place. The in- 
dications are that Mahone will name some Vir- 
yinia adjuster for sergeant-at-arms, On Mon- 
day night Senator Mahone was kept up until 2 
o’clock receiving congratulatory telegrams 
from all parts of the country.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The Caueus Com- 
mittee appointed to revise the lists for Demo- 
cratic membership of Senate committees 
changed the proposed Democratic membership 
from the majority tothe minority representa- 
tion, by dropping as a general rule the fifth 
name from each of the lists not embodied 
in the pending resolution of Senator Pendleton. 
They retain senator McPherson for appoint- 
ment on the Finance Committee and drop 
Senator Grover, thus naming as Democretic 
members of that committee Senators Bayard, 
Voorhees, Beck and McPherson.

Alexis at the railway station, amd, after 
Sabouroff, the Russian embassador, had 
handed the Grand Duke Alexis a pac ket, of 
sympathetic letters and telegrams, the train 
proceeded to St. Petersburg. 

THE SOCIALISTS IN THE EMPIRE. 

When the news of the assassination reached 
Berlin it was immediately feared the murder 
mightincrease the severity of the Socialist, 
law here, and this result has already become 
noticeable, as a number of suspec ted persons 
have been expelled from the city and suburbs. 
According to an official report lately presented 
to Parliament, it seems the anarchists’ 
government, though unseen, is more 
vital and vigorous after at lapse 
of two years than whenthe Socialist law was 
yussed.

Alexander, second son of of the late Empe- 
ror, Who now reigns in his father’s stead, was 
born February 26-March 10, 1845, and was 
married in 1866 to the Princess Dagmar, 
daughter of King Christian IX. of Denmark. 
Of his four children, the eldest, Nicholas, born 
May 6-18, 1868, isnow Czarevitch and heir- 
apparent, while the two younger sons make 
the succession secure. A careful observer, 
late attached to one of the embassies at St. 
Petersburg, thus writes concerning him: 

By far the most prominent of the imperial 
family after the Czaris his son, Alexander 
Alexandroviteh. The eyes of all his country- 
menareupon him. He is regarded by many 
as Russia’s last hope. Thirty-five vears have 
passed over his head, but he looks much 
older. Leis a handsome man. His face is 
decidedly Calmuck intype. He is growing 
bald on the temples and back of his bead, 
like the Prince of Wales and many other 
royal princes of Europe. He has a heavy 
square forehead, a short flat nose, a Mephis- 
tophelian mouth and a muddy complexion. 
The expression of his coun- 
tenance is a curious mixture of good nature 
and harshness. His face, general demeanor 
and character preSent a marked con- 
trast to the noble form and 
stately presence of his father. 
Almost all the Romanoffs have preferred the 
military to civil attire. The hereditary Grand 
Duke hates a uniform, and rarelv wears one. 
He prefers driving to riding, solitude to com- 
pany, tbe sight of workingmen to that of 
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indy.”

Dukes of Russia not destined to sit on the 
ihrone, hiseducation was exclusively mili- 
tury. It was a serious obstacle to his becom- 
ing an good sovereign. He had no scientitic 
instruction, and no knowledge of foreign 
languages except French. Of politics and so- 
ciology he knew next to nothing. He was 
inclined to a life of pleasure rather than one 
of labor. ‘To acquire the necessary «qualifica- 
tions for bis new calling Was a serious task. 
He had hardly time for it. He was obliged at 
oncetoenter upon the duties of a Crown 
Prince. He had a seat im the Council of 
of State.

As Alexander Il. when simple 
Czarevitch professed more liberal opinions 
than his fatber,so does Alexander Alexandro- 
vitch entertain views far more in keeping with 
the progress of our age than those of the 
reigning Emperor. As the latter fought fora 
more liberal policy against Nicholas, so has 
the present Czareviteha always advocated the

Alexander IT. was by far 
more liberal ihan his fatber, but failed to 
keep his promises. Alexander Alexandro- 
Vitch Is certainly more liberal-minded than 
Alexander Ul. His reign will probably bevin

BOLAND’S CONFIRMATION. 


The Telegraphic Communications Re- 
ceived From St. Louis by State Sena- 
tors. 

The item of correspondence from Jef- 
ferson City in a morning paper to the effect 
that the State Senators contemplate an ex- 
planation of their action in voting for Mr. 
Boland’s confirmation, by publishing the let- 
ters and telegrams received, causes a rather 
unpleasant sensation at police headquarters. 
If this is done it will be shown that the ones 
who became Mr. Boland’s bitter opponents 
after the tide turned against him were those 
most anxious for his confirmation when 
his name was before the Senate. Itis said 
that Chief McDonough’s name will appear 
signed to a telegram which 
was received every mem- 
ber of the State Senate. 
This telegram was an answer 
tothe charge made by Col. Armstrong that 
Boland while sergeant of police had taken 
feed away from the police stables. The Chief 
assured the members of the Senate that this 
use of the feed by Boland was ge eas by his 
knowledge and permission. f the Senators 
publish all the communications they received 
pending the confirmation there will be some 
good reading. The Mayor atthat time was 
deeply interested im Boland’s success, having 
not only indorsed him previous to appoint- 
ment, but while the fight was veing made 
with the Senators. On the other hand Cool 
Herbert, the Forest Park politician, was op- 
posed to Boland, and the publication of all 
the telegrams would show two or 
three from him describing the _ injur- 
ies received by Armstiong. It is said 
that Herbert wired two or three 
Senators information that Boland’s assault 
on Armstrong had resulted in the breaking of 
two of the old war horse’s ribs and the laying 
of a basis for an abseess. The Chief has stated 
that he was considerably out of pocket per- 
sonally for messages sent to Senators in Mr. 
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Municipal Assembly. 

The Council met last night, President Light- 
ner in the chair. Mr. Seudder, from the 
special committee to whom was referred the 
gas compromise bill, recommended its adop- 
tion with some slight changes. The consider- 
ation of the report was made the special 
order for next Friday night. 

HOUSE OF DELEGATES.

‘‘weneral principles’? as a sort of punishment 
upon us for the crime of printing a newspa- 
per.

THE SUNDAY LAW. 


Ab. Grimes Attempts to Apply it to Mr. E.A. 
Hitcheock. 

\ssistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes,of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, has a problem on 
hand. Alternately he Knits his brows and ex- 
pands his features witha grin. The irrepressi- 
ble Ab. Grimes has becn to see Mr. Dierkes. 
Grimesis one o€the policemen who were in- 
dicted by the late Grand Jury on the charge of 
receiving bribes iv their lottery cases, Mr. EF. 
A. Hitchcock, awell known lawver, president 
ofa gcianss company and aman of pronounced 
Views on moral topics, was foreman of that 
Grand Jury. Inthe report made to the Crimi- 
ing! Court the body directed public attention 
to the continual violations of the Sunday law. 
Grimes rend the report, to which Mr. 
Hitchcock's name was appended, and took upon 
himself the role Of public prosecutor. Last 
sunday he devoted his time to getting up the 
evidence requisite to make « case of violation 
of the Sunday law against Mr. Hitchcock.

The remarkable reticence preserved by all 
those most interested in the Hatch homicide 
has prevented many details bearing on the 
tragedy from being made public. Reilly still 
declines to converse about his relations with 
Mrs. Hateh. ‘‘Let bygones be bygones’’ ishis 
reply when this is broached, but about the 
shooting he taiks more freely thanhedid. He 
seems to understand thathis friends acted in- 
discreetly in regard to the inquest, and ¢x- 
presses confidence in being able to make a case 
of self-defense which will satisfy any ordinary 
jury. In his trial, if one shall be necessary, he

That day, however, he climbed the stairs 
leading to the shoe factory, having on his feet 
anew pairof rubbers, which deadened the 
tread.

A German Nearly Severs His Head 
From His Body Witha

August Foerster Kiils Himself at the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. 


August Foerster,a German laborer about forty 
vearsot age coniumitted suicide by cutting his 


throat last evening about 7:300'clock at the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, on Jefferson avenue 
This patient was admitted to the hospital on 
Monday last, and appeared to be suffering 
from a protracted debauch, and somewhat 


from bronchitis. He was by nomeans ina pre- 
carious or dangerous condition. He had re- 
cently been employed asa dairy hand some- 
where on Chouteau avenue, and was boarding 
at the time he was sent to the hospital at No. 
507 South Second street. He was a widower, 
without family or relatives, that anyone 
knows anything about, in this country. 
He was bornin schweitz, Germany, and had 
been inthe United States soine vears. — Ee 
spoke the kuevtlish languyuge well, 
and appeared to be in i 
sound state of mind. Nothing unusual was 
observed in lis language or deportinent save 
the fact that he remarked to an attendant ves- 
terday afternoou that he must die. The at- 
tendant supposed he referred to the disease, 
from which he was suffering slightly, and told 
him he had no cause tor fear, as he was doing 
well. {le also made u similar 
reiwurk to one of the inmates of the hospital 
during the course ot the day. Heate his sup 
*per as usual at 6:50 0’clock, and retired to lis 
dormitory. 

W hile sitting on his bedat 7:50 o'clock, there 
being seven or eight patients in the rooimn at 
the time, he suddenly 

DREW A SHARP POCKET KNIFE 

across his throat, severing the wind pipe and 
jugular vein, inflicting a ghastly wound, from 
which he died alimost instantly. One of the 
inmates of the room was observing 
him at the time, but had no suspicion of his 
horrible intent until the _ vushed in a 
crimson flood trom His Lost 
severed neck. In less than two minutes 
he was dead. The hospital surgeon on 
duty at the time was summonect 
but though he uppeured on. tie 
spot immediately, life was extinct when he 
reached the place of the tragedy. Tie Covoner 
was immediately notified and an inquest 
was held this afternoon.

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THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


Something About a Powerful 
| Trade Organization. 


Advances on Wages to Be Demanded in 
Many Branches of Employment. 


——_ 


There came to a Posr-DISPACTH reporter to- 
day some interesting information about a 
secret labor organization claimed to be the 
most powerful and far reaching of al! this class 
of societies. It is a secret lodge-like body 
known as the Knights of Labor. It has at pres- 
entastrong foot-holdin St. Louis and exer- 
cises the greatest influence in the direction of 


strikes. There are 
NINETEEN ASSEMBLIES 

in St. Louis with a membership of 1,700. There 
isalsoan distinct assembly composed of two 
delegates from each local  asssembly. 
The representative body meets on Sun- 
day afternoon at the corner of Eleventh 
street and Franklin avenue. The district as- 
sembly-embraces most of the leaders and agita- 
tors of the workingmen, and much of its busi- 
ness consists in discussing and furthering the 
plans of strikes. The Trades’ Union ts, com- 
paratively speaking, an open body. The 
Knights take inthe restless, energetic spirits 
of the Trades’ Union, and the other labor or 
ganizations. The care with which the knights 
are chosen andthe secrecy which surrounds 
all proceedings give the society an importance 
thatecan hardly be over-estimated. Just at 
this time the Knight8 are drawing more than 
ordinary attention because they are said to be 
contemplating 

QUITE A NUMBER OF STRIKES 
in branches of labor considered underpaid in 
view of the improvement in business. 

When new members are taken into the 
Knights an iron clad oath is administered. It 
js even said that this oath binds the Knight not 
to revealthe name or object of the orguniza- 
tion, the names of any of the officers or men.- 
bers even in a court and under oath as a wit- 
ness, The places andtimes of meeting of the 
local assemblies are designated by a plain 
globe hung outthe door. On Monday evening 
this globe may be seen suspended at the en- 
trance toa hallon Eighteenthand Wash streets, 
indicatiug an assembly in session up stairs.

THE GLOBE 
is outat Eleventh and Wash streets; Wednes- 
day and Thursday evenings on Broud way, two 
doors north of Biddle: Thursday evenings also 
at the corner of Eleventh street and Franktin 
avenue; Saturday nights at the Anzeiger build- 
ing, on Third street.
